(3) ‘ Foodgrains ’ means foodgrains specifi- 
ed ia the schedule appended to this Order and 
such other foodgrains as may be ordered by the 
Chief Commissioner Ajmer-Merwara to be in- 
cluded in the said schedule and the product# 
of such foodgrains. 

(4) ‘Products of an article’ mean “any 
primary product thereof including a processed 
one ”, 

3. (1) No person shall export any foodgrains 
except under and in accordance with a permit 
issued in this behalf by the District Rationing 
Officer in tho form appended to this Order ; 

Provided that nothing in this clause shall 
apply to the export of foodgrainW.

(5) Port or 
railway station or other place of destination 
(including the district and province in which 
situated) . 

5. Where any foodgrains are exported by 
rail in accordance with a permit issued by the 
District Rationing Officer, the permit shall be 
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^returned by the consignor to the District Ra- 
tioning Officer ora completion of despatch of 
the quantity permitted. The permit shall show 
the quantity of each consignment with date of 
despatch duly certified on the permit by the 
Station Master. 

6. Where any foodgrains are exported other- 
wise than by rail in accordance with the permit 
issued by the District Rationing Officer, the 
permit shall be returned in accordance with 
such instruction as the District Rationing Offi- 
cer may indicate on the permit. 

7. Any property in respect of which the try- 
ing Court is satisfied that any of the provisions 
of this Order have been contravened may be 
ordered by that Court to be confiscated to His 
Majesty.
